The members of the Southern manufacturers’ 
association, and all other manufacturers, are re- 
quested to meet in convention at Atlanta, Georgia, 
on Monday the 5th day of December, 1881, to con- 
sider matters of vitalimportance to southern man- 
ufacturing interests, to perfect more fully their or- 
ganization and to welcome the New England man- 
ufacturers’ association, which willadjournto meet 
in Atlanta on the6th of December. 

Itisintended and desired that this call shallin 
clude manufacturers of all sorts of wares,in the 
south—be these iron, wood, cotton, pottery, or 
other things—in order to demonstrate to European 
and other capitalists now visiting the International 
cotton exposition what is now being done; the 
sources of success,and the possibilities for the estab- 
lishmentof other industriesin the south.

It will make the south 
a nonethe lessloyal and efficient member of a 
great nation to know that her progress in her 
own. We hold the largest breadth and liberality to 
be not only incompatsble with the highest self-re- 
gard and individuality, but that the one is@xsentinl 
tothe other. A weak, cringing community, leafiing 
on another as upon a guiding hand, recognizing no 
springs to power and greatness in itself, can never 
beg, borrow, of steal, or inany way obtain great- 
ness, or be aworthy part of any great nation. 


Correspondence Richmond &tate, 

The plan adopted for naming the principal streets 
here is different from that in most cities, Radiating 
somewhat from a common center, they are called 
after the town or section or state in whose direction 
they point. The great boulevard is Peachtree 
street, because its points toward Peachtree creek. 
Decatur points toward the town of Decatur. Me- 
Donough toward the town of McDonugh. Marietta 
street toward the town of Marietta. Alabama street 
toward the state of A lInbama. 

Atlanta is noted for its handsome dwelling houses 
and beautiful yards, Accompanied by a triend, I 
strolled to the end of Peachtree street. Every 
residence on the street was planned by an arch 
itect who had some iden of artistic style. 
Not a single one was built after the conventional 
Baltimore style. Most of them were of brick, 
trimmed with stone; but the brick isgreatly inferior 
tothat seen in Richmond and Baltimore, Each 
brick has a dull finish, and about every other one 
in the building scems to be miildewed. But not- 
withstanding this drawback the stranger will be 
impressed with the beauty of the houses. Asa 
roneral thing, the dwelling houses here cost from 
fifteen to twenty-five thousand dollars, but in my 
stroll I noticed a five-story residence in course of 
construction, which will cost upwards of a hundred 
thousand. With a few exceptions the rich people 
of Atlnuta are southerners, and they are the people 
who have built these fine houses. 
Like Richmond, Atlanta is & city of 
shaded streets. The forest oak is seen on many of 
the sidewalksand in many of the yards. -Yeater 
day afternoon as the sun was going behind the hori 
zou I stood on an eminence at the northern edge of 
the town and looked toward the south, A deep 
hollow intervened, and in the distance, near the 
center of the city, | saw an embowered street, at 
one corner of which stood a massive cathedral, with 
atallspire. The vista formed by the street was of 
surpassing beauty; and as the whole picture lay 
in Rem shadow, it would have afforded the land- 
scape painter a nee such as he often hears of but 
rarely sees.
